istics of the Hawaiian peopla.

The poliesand District Magistrale
of Honolulu has resigned, his resig
nation Lo take place on the lst of
May. Judge de la Vergne lLas been
termed a “kindergarten” jurist by
Tur Ixperespext. Although still
hampered with inexporience in re.
gard to the people brought before
him and the peculiar actions of the
police officers and Government spies
he has improved wonderfully, and
he leaves the bench with the full
respect of the commuuity. Whal is
wanted in his place is a man who
has no fear of the authorities, who
does not care a fig for a re-appoint-
ment, and who asks no favors [rom
anyoue. A man combining such
qualities with the necessary kunowl-
edge of law iz hard to find. We
have numerous “new” lawyers here,
all good and clever men bsyound a
doubt, but all of them are “new’ and
unfamiliar with the material with
which they have to deal.

It will be a great pity if Mr.
Luther Wilcox cannot be persuaded
Lo accept the judgeship. The per-
sonal efforts of each of the executive
officers of the Government should
be brought to bear on Mr. Wilcox
and all allowaices should be made,
in persuading him to accept an of-
fice for which he is eminently fitted
and where he will be in a position
to do the greatest good to the peo-
ple with whom he has cast his lot
and for whom he always has shown
an honest, deep-felt aloba. Mr,
Wilcox has stated on a former oe-
casion, when the position as judge
was offerad to him, that he did not
want to be made a slave by writing
the records of the Court or bother
iog about the clerical work. Ho s
perfectly right. The Distriet Court
of Honolulu is of great importaoce
The liberty of men is decided there,
and a judge listening earefully to the
evidence produced, should not be
foroed to scribble down the words of
witpesses and thereby bLe apt to
forget the main thread and trend of

After haviog received a good
sducation he went to work on plant-
ations and ravches and was every-
where esteomed as an energelic
young man full of enterprise and of
temperate habits,

Together with W. H. Cummings,
the road supervisor of Honolulu he
purchased the igland of Kahoolawe
which a faw years alter was sold to
C. Sneyd-Kynoersley.

He was a member of the Legis-
lature during the sessions of 1887-
1888. Later on jhe beeame manager
of the Hawaiian Fruit and Taro Co,,
in Wailuku. Hea then opened a dry
goods store in Wailuku and took a
prominent part in the election of
1890, when he was defeated as a
candidate for noble,

He was eveatually appointed
distriet judge of Wailuku a position
which he held until the overturn of
the Monarchy, when a remewal of
his commission was refused,

In 1895, during the so-.called

polulu on some legal business and
arreatad without warrant or reason,
and confined in Oalin Prison, He
was kapt thers over forty days and
then rolessed witbout trial or any
reason being offered for his arrest.

Durin his imprisonment the

easy going, sanguine disposition be-
came vary morose aond was hourly
brooding over Lhe fate of his wile and
his ehildren with whom he had no
means of conimunicating and whom
he knew to he virtually without
means of existonce,

When released from jail, ha re-
turned to Maui where he received
smplyoment as superintendent of
the Haiko diteh from the mavage-
ment of Sprockelsvilla, Together
with his sons, also employed at
Spreckelsville, he started a small
coffee plantation at Makawao,jwhich
was prospering, Since his im-
prisonment be was never the same
man again and his suicide must un-
doubtedly have happeuved while his
mind was uni:aluuvml.
